Group II, claim(s) 22-23, drawn to a method for manufacturing a combined sensor and 
heating element. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under POT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The only feature 
appearing to link the claims is a combined sensor and heating element. Such a 
combined sensor and heating element is known as shown in US 6371552, DE 41 10702 
and EP 1209026 (disclosed as prior art by applicant). By definition, a special technical 
feature must advance the art, and where the feature is known, cannot advance it and 
therefor, cannot be a special technical feature when known as shown above. See 
MPEP 1850. To the extent that the claims are linked by the method of manufacturing, 
such a link is not considered as a corresponding technical product feature in claims 22- 
23 since the process must be shown to materially structurally alter the product, but the 
products as claimed can be produced by any number of other methods such as thin film 
deposition not using a mask.
